OKLAHOMA CITY,OKLA . .May 
20.— Today will go down in the hie- 
lory of the Sonthem Baptist con- 
vention as one of momentous un- 
dertakings. The crowning event 
rrom tbe foreign aieoioo eUndpoint 
was tbe decision to raise $1,000,000 
for foreign mission educational 
work in commemoration of the cen- 
tenary of Adroniram fudton, the 
pioneer Baptist mlielon a ry. who 
sailed from Aawriea for India ia 
1812.' 

The report of tbe eommittee ap- 

poinicil n yenr n'^o was re.id liv Sec- 
retary Lansinif Uurrows. One 
million dollars is to be used at an 
educational fund in foreign lands, 
$200,000 of it going for the educa- 
tion work in the foreign fields. It 
is to be made payable in three years 
the final payment to be made in 
ll)ir>. Provision also is made for 
$250,000 to be known as tbe Jud- 
son fnnd. This bill will be nacd in j 
linilding missionary homes, meeting 
houses and hospitals. Dr. S. B. Ray 
educational secretary ol the foreign 
board, was nominated to look after 
raising this fnnd, with the power 
to scUct his assistants. The report 
of tbe committee waa adopted by an 
enthnsiastic rising rote.

and expensive. Some very Interesting 
tests have been made br Qerman 
sclentlat*. The tantalum metal waa 
cnt, formed and *pUt like an ordlaorr 
*ta*l pan. Than tha points wwa bent, 
ground ■haped, and hardaaad hy a spe- 
cial hardaalBC proeeaa, whidi waa 
found ta giaatly protaot tha Ufa of 
the pans- Comparatlva taats were 
mad* between ataal. gold, aad tantal- 
um pen poiata on alx mlica of paper, 
and the results showed the hardened 
tantalum pen to be far superior to the 
others.
